Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 6 -11 and 13-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose or suggest the combination of, inter alia, as disclosed in Claim 6, 
wherein a pouch type battery unit, comprising: a case comprising a case body and a 
cover, the case body being attached to the cover, said case body comprising a plurality 
of spaces; a plurality of battery bodies, each one being disposed in corresponding ones 
of said plurality of spaces, each of said battery bodies having two electrode terminals 
perforating said case body; and a safety device electrically connected to said terminals 
of said battery bodies, said case body having a flanged portion that mates with said 
cover, said safety device being disposed in between two separate sections of said 
flanged portion when said case is folded onto itself so that each of said plurality of 
battery bodies are stacked on top of each other. Regarding claims 7 -9, claims are 
dependent upon claim 6. 

3. Regarding claim 10, the prior art does not disclose or suggest the combination 
of, inter alia, wherein a pouch type battery unit, comprising: a case comprising a case 
body and a cover, the case body being attached to the cover, said case body 
comprising a plurality of spaces; a plurality of battery bodies, each one being disposed 
in corresponding ones of said plurality of spaces, each of said battery bodies having two 
electrode terminals perforating said case body; and a safety device electrically 
connected to said terminals of said battery bodies, said case body having a flanged 
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portion that mates with said cover, said safety device being disposed in between two 
separate sections of said flanged portion when said case is folded onto itself so that 
each of said plurality of battery bodies are stacked on top of each other. Regarding 
claims 13 - 16, claims are dependent upon claim 10.
